Q.  A  new  collector  and  member  wants  to  know  what  is  a  "maverick?" 

A.  As  ir  pertains  to  our  hobby,  a  "maverick"  token  is  one  whose  information  is  incomplete, 
vague  or  indefinite  as  to  specific  location  or  firm  name  or  both.  The  meaning  is  similar  to 
unbranded  cattle  born  on  the  range.  Where  do  they  belong  for  certain? 


Q.  What  Is  the  composition  of  the  metal  tokens  generally  found  in  our  coal  scrip  collections? 
A.  The  yellow  brass  tokens  contain  70%  copper  and  30%  zinc.  The  red  brass  tokens  contain 
80  to  88%  copper  and  the  balance  is  zinc.  This  is  according  to  Caldwell's  "Coal  Company 
Scrip".  The  aluminum  token  is  primarily  that  or  slight  variations  of  it.  A  true  copper  token 
must  contain  95%  pure  copper  as  stated  in  a  recent  Coin  World  article.  A  bronze  token  is 
an  alloy  of  less  than  95%  copper  and  the  balance  in  tin  or  sometimes  other  elements.  The 
white  metal  (wm)  token  often  referred  to  as  nickel  silver  or  German  silver  is  an  alloy  of 
copper,  zinc  and  nickel.  As  to  the  proportions,  i  am  uncertain. 

Q.  What  ultimately  happened  to  the  once  abundant  N.R.&P.  Stores  metal  scrip? 

A.  Bob  Craigo  has  heard  two  stories.  Each  store  destroyed  their  own  scrip  such  as  the 
Thayer  scrip  which  was  supposedly  thrown  into  New  River.  The  other  story  is  that  all  scrip 
was  sent  to  the  main  office  of  Berwind -White  from  v/hence  it  has  disappeared.  (Editor's 
note:  Too,  another  factor  causing  short  supply  of  this  scrip  is  the  fact  that  the  company 
changed  from  metal  to  paper  scrip  many  years  ago.  Most  of  the  miners  holding  metal  scrip 
could  not  financially  afford  to  put  away  specimens  of  the  metal  and  exchanged  it  for  paper 
at  the  company  offices.) 

Q.  A  reader  wants  to  know  what  is  "monobel"? 

A.  It  is  a  type  of  explosive  used  in  past  mining  operations.  I  am  not  certain  if  it  is 
still  used  today.  I  do  not  know  its  chemical  composition. 

COMMENTS  AND  ANSWERS  TO  PREVIOUS  QUESTIONS: 

Re:  H.  R.  Hollis  &  Co.  in  the  previous  issue  of  Scrip  Talk.  Bob  Craigo  states  the  following: 
Stone  quarries  and  a  large  cement  operation  could  be  possible  users  of  the  Hollis  scrip,  with 
the  Alpha  Portland  Cement  Co.  of  Manheim  across  the  Cheat  River  from  Rowlesburg  being  the 
most  likely  prospect.  Alpha  acquired  the  property  in  1909  from  Buckhorn  Portland  Cement 
Co.  and  shortly  thereafter  began  mining  stone.  They  had  a  large  coal  house  which  could 
have  been  supplied  by  their  own  coal  mines.  Alpha  built  25  modern  cottages,  each  with  a 
garden  plot  for  its  180  workers.  There  was  also  the  Preston  Blue  Stone  quarry  in  the  area 
which  could  have  used  the  Hollis  scrip.  The  annual  Mine  Reports  of  1916,  1924  and  1928 
do  not  refer  to  any  commercial  mines  at  Rowlesburg.  Any  mines  in  the  area  prior  to  1914 
were  small  "country"  mines.  And  while  digging  up  this  information.  Bob  also  found  out  that 
the  Kane  Creek  Coal  Co.  at  Kanes  Creek,  W.Va.  (Preston  Co.)  was  operating  the  Iona  and 
Field  Mines  in  1923.  Those  of  you  having  the  Kanes  Creek  Supply  Co.  tokens  in  your 
collection  can  now  attribute  these  tokens  with  certainty.  A  thank  you  to  Bob  from  all  of  us. 

MAVERICKS: 

I  am  sure  many  collectors  have  a  number  of  (S09  and  IS  14  maverick  tokens  in  their  personal 
collections.  If  not,  we  at  least  see  many  offered  in  auctions  and  sales.  Many  of  these

A  few  short  years  ago  in  Hickory  Gap,  South  Carolina, 
a  young,  fellow  started  collecting  Civil  War  tokens.  He  exchanged  his 
duplicates  with  another  near-by  collector  and  later  heard  of  another  collector 
at  a  local  coin  show  and  started  exchanging  his  extra  tokens.  Later,  he 
learned  of  the  existence  of  a  Civil  War  Token  group  and  applied  for  member¬ 
ship.  Still  later,  it  was  announced  that  the  group  was  publishing  a  listing  of 
all  known  Civil  War  tokens  and  this  collector  was  able  to  add  listings  of  • 
several  of  the  tokens  in  his  collection.  This  comprehensive  listing  of  all 
known  varieties  resulted  in  the  publication  of  a  Civil  War  token  book.  This 
book  described  the  known  tokens  and  placed  a  relative  value  on  each  token 
through  a  rarity  scale.  As  a  result  of  the  publication  of  a  book  on  Civil 
War  tokens,  many,  many  new  collectors  joined  the  ranks  as  avid  collectors. 
Many,  many  token  dealers  now  offered  these  interesting  tokens  to  collectors 
since  they  had  a  basis  for  determining  the  value  of  the  various  items.  As  a 
result  of  the  book,  this  collector  in  South  Carolina  saw  the  value  of  the 
tokens  in  his  collection  increase  because  of  the  economics  of  "supply  and 
demand" . 


Sometime  ago,  a  collector  in  Wildwood,  Missouri,  saw 
some  transportation  tokens  in  a  coin  dealer's  window.  He  remembered  that 
he  had  saved  a  small  number  of  these  tokens  as  he  travelled  across  the  country 
during  World  War  II.  He  didn't  know  that  anyone  else  was  saving  these  bus 
and  street  car  tokens.  Upon  talking  with  the  coin  dealer,  he  learned  that 
there  was  available  a  book  which  listed  all  types  of  transportation  tokens  and 
told  about  an  organization  of  collectors.  He  immediately  purchased  the  book, 
the  tokens  on  display  in  the  window,  and  rushed  madly  home  to  dig  out  the 
tokens  he  already  owned.  The  final  result  v/as  another  happy  collector  of 
transportation  tokens  and  a  new  member  of  the  collector's  organization. 


Now,  this  very  day,  the  over  three  hundred  members  of 
the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  have  an  opportunity  to  advance  the 
hobby  of  coal  token  collecting!  Our  organization  is  on  the  threshold  of  the 
publication  of  a  major  book  on  these  interesting  tokens!  News  of  this  venture 
was  given  at  the  last  meeting  in  Corbin,  Kentucky  in  the  fall  of  1976  and 
additional  information  will  be  presented  at  the  Spring  1977  meeting  at  Pipestem 
State  Park.  Too,  details  were  presented  in  the  last  issue  of  "Scrip  Talk"  and 
more  information  will  be  found  in  this  issue.  in  addition,  several  of  you 
have  received  a  letter  from  the  Book  Committee  in  regard  to  this  project.
